convention in the history of the demo- 
cratic party in Indiana convened at 10 
o'clock, in Tomlinson hall,1 this morn- 
ing There were 1,747 accredited dele 
gates seated on the main floor. Al- 
though the weather was intensely 
warm, the great ha'l was filled with 
spectators, who fanned themselves into 
a state of comparative comfort. 


The hall was elaborately decorated 


with bunting and American flags. The 
only pictures to be seen were those of 
Governor Claude Matthews, of Indiana; 
President Cleveland and 
the late 


Thomas Hendricks. 
They were, how- 


ever, all steel engravings, and the'presi- 
dent's, which was the largest of the 
three, hung immediately above thepre 
aiding officer's head. 
The large flag 


which was wrapped around the Hen* 
drick's monument at its unveiling, 
hang from the center of the ceiling in 
the center of the halL 


The State band, located in the rear 


gallery, played on the slightest provo* 
cation and kept the audience in an en- 
thusiastic mood until the convention 
got down to business. 


An unusual number of ladies were 


present in the left gallery. There was 
considerable difficulty experienced in 
seating the delegates, the extremely 
warm weathe* and the large number to 
be seated, creating something of a pan- 
demonium. Finally, when order was 
secured, Rev. Abbott, of Indianapolis, 
offered a prayer. A roll followed and 
the delegation was found to be com- 
plete. 


The committee on permanent organi- 


zation reported and named Governor 
Matthews for permanent chairman of 
the convention. A great outburst of 
applause followed the mention of the 
governor's name, 


The rulea 
on organization were 


adopted and the rules of the present 
congress, as far as practicable, gov- 
erned the convention. 


MATTHEWS* SPEECH. 


Chairman Taggart, of the state cen- 


tral committee, called the convention 
to order and introduced 
Governor 


These strained and unnatural condi-

In making up the different 
funds it was estimated that that there 
would be available for use, about two- 
thirds of the amount appropriated to 
each fund before the fall collection of 
taxes, which will not come in and be 
available be'ore the latter part of No- 
vember. 


As stated, there was fifteen thousand 


dollars appropriated to the public light 
lund; taking two-thirds of this amount 
it leaves only ten thousand dollars in 
actual cash for the board of public 
works to light our city until the fall 
collection is made 
It was discovered 


after the appropriations were made that 
that this fund would not only have to 
pay for the eight months' lighting, but 
that the bill for the month of April re- 
mained unpaH, thus causing the fund

propriation aa they had asked for, have 
had ample funds to have lighted the 
city until the council appropriated 
money for the expenses of the year 
1^95, but when it became necessary to 
make a reduction all along the line, 
the board felt that they could get along
